We wore premature in our arsertiors that the Letters brought by the 
Princess Charlotte would be ready for delivery by yesterday moon; but we 
have not to blame ouraclves for this, as the information on which that 
assertion was grounded, was obtained from the Post Otite itself, Oar 
experience should have taught ue, however, that 6000 Letters were not to 
‘bo made ready for delivery in less than three days at least aficr their ar- 
vival at the Post Office! The packets'reached town early on Monday,—the 
favoured few had their Letters delivered carly on Taesday,—but the mass 
‘of the community (for of what importance are they?) may think them- 
selves fortenate, if they got their family epistles any time in the course of 
the weck ; and they may feed upon their own impatience, while the Dawk 
‘Peons ace niaking the circuit of the janes. and gullies of this ‘oily of 
palaces’ by day, and making the scercts of a thousand bearte their pillows 
an their hats by night t! 


We must qnit this unprefitable, and we may traly say, anweleone topic 
(for there is not an individual who may glanco over these jines, but wil! 
silently acknowledge that he feels it so), in order to detail the iafor 
mation brought by the fast English Papers. in the regular order of 
@ates,to fi) ap, as well as we can, the breaks that are so constantly occa- 
wioned by the irregalar method of Indian publications. Our authorities 
for the information detailed are principally, the Times, Morning Chronicle, 
Englishman, British Press, and Correspondent, copics of each of which 
have reached us, with the addition of a few scattered articles that we have 
translated for our celumns, from the French Papers of July in our pos- 
session.

A Letter from Bremen notices, that the first Steam Boat ever employed, 
on the Wescr to carry goods, had jast started, and her undoubted saccesy 
would cause more to follow. This, with the material difference of transit 
daties, mast give an essential advantage in the supply of Upper Germany, 
who have to depend on the navigation of the Rbiao, a river whose impo 
tuous velocity does not admitof Steam Boat navigation. 


Mannlich, of Cassel, who has lately invented a budlet- felt, bas 
sold the secret of his invention to the Kiag-of Prassia for 20 dollar, 


A treaty is on the point of definitive arrangement, between the Bri- 
tish government and Algiers, by which matual right and commercial ad- 
vantages are to be recognised on the most liberal and enlightened condi- 
tions. 


A Prassiau officer, who shot another officer at Berlin, ina duel, was 
condenmed to 20 years imprisonment; one of bis acoonds to five, and 
another to three years imprisonment. 


The Deputies were occupied on the 7th of Jane in hearing the report 
of Mr. Bengnot, from the Committee of Ways and Means for the current 
year 1819; by which it appears, that the revenue of France now exceeds 
the expenditure by such a sam as will admit of an immediate reduction 
of Taxes, to the amount of 16,000,000 francs, or £ 666,660.—This excess, 
moreover, of the income of France above her outgoing? is altogether ex- 
olusive of a sinking fand of 4,000,000f. It exists, says M. Beugnot, in 
spite of many large additions to the oational expenditure, which lave 
necessarily taken place during the present year, of augmented charges 
for tho repair and maintenance of the great roates af communication 
throughout the monarchy, for those fortresses which the foreign troops bad 
evacuated, for an increase to the list of military pensions, and for a hea 
vy addition to the fanded debt. 


The report, that the Emperor Alexander is assembling an immense 
body of troops in the vicinity of St. Petersburgh, gains ground, and gives 
tise to serious alarm. Jtis said to be fur the mere purpose of a Grand 
Review, and that be has iavited the Dake of Weilington to be present at 
it, but it cannot be believed, that for the mere object of a holiday parade, 
ke would, in the preseat state of his finances, incur the expence of march= 
ing in, numerous armies from their distant quarters, and therefore, it breeds 
« suspioion, that the rumours respecting his design on Sweden, are mot 
uafuunded.

Guildhall, June 12.—Our readers may recollect the circometance 
which occurred a short time since, of, the Kector of St. Andrew's, Hok 
born, refusing to ivier a corps inclosedig on iron coffin. Proceedings 
were josituied against him for such refusal im the Ecclesiastical Couit, 
and the cause Was in progress for bearing; but by the sudden death of 
the Rev. Mr. Clare, the Rector, the suit was abaicd, The corpse, which 
was that of Mrs. Gilbert, the wife of a respectable inhabitant of that 
parish, has remained above ground ever since, a period of nearly three 
months ; the husband - being aboot to leave town was desirous of secing 
the body of his wife decently interred p:eviods ‘to his departare, and with 
thie view be gave the necessary directions to Mr. Bridgman, the patentee 
of the irou coffins, to prepare ior the funeral. Mr. Bridgman waited of 
the Bishop of London ow. Tuceday last, requesting his Lordship would 
direct the minister to bury the body.—His Lordship, however, declined 
to interfere, upon the ground, that the case might ultimately become a 
question before the Ecclesiastical Court, ' 

On Wednesday Mr. Bridgman sent notice to the Charch-warden, the 
Minister, and the Sexton, of bis inteation to bury the body the next day ; 
reply was made, that every thing would bein readiness. but if the body 
were brought in aa iron coffin, it would not be permitted to be interred, -~ 


Notwithstanding this determination, the faneral proceeded with pros 
per solemnity, attended by the husband of the deceased and othera, to St, 
Aaodrew’s barying-ground, in Gray’s-ian-lane, on Tharaday: on their are 
rival, the gates-were shut against them, and all admission denied by tha 
Sexton and bis assistants. After waiting thero a loug time, surrounded 
by a considerable mob, Mr. Gilbert directed that the body should be taken 
to St. Andrew’s Church, Holborn, hoping to find the Minister there at 
evening Service, and toindace him to perform the ceremony. The body 
was accordingly brought thither, and the gates being opat the processioa 
entered-without other molestation thai from the imméuse crowd which acs 


companied it; the Minister, however, was not there t buty it, and the 
Seatop, who bad by this time arrived, insisted upon the body’s being takca 
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@Ay: thin Was refused; and the bearers deposited the cofia aponone of

France-—On Friday and Saturday the 2nd and 3rd of July, the 


Tribunal of Correctional Police at Dijon, was occapied with a cause 
which, on each day, attracted such a numeraus asecmbly, that the Hall 
would scarcely contain oné half of those who crowded for admittance inte 
it. On the part of the accused, were seen M. Silvestro, an old Captaia 
of Iafantry, of the Royal Order of the Legion of Monor &c. and M. An- 
thony, a Licutensat on half-pay ; both inhabitants of Dijon. 


Tho first was aceased of having incurred, either the one, er the other, 


of the penailtics pronounced by the Articles 261 and 262 of the Penai 
Code, for baviag on the Sunday of the Fae Aieu, kept bis bat on, whilst 
the general procession of the Holy Sacrament was passing, ia the square 
of Saint Jean, and abstinately refusing 40 take it off, although frequently 
requested to de se. 


Both of the prisoners were also accuded of havieg incurred the pe~ 


nalty prescribed by Article 224 of the Penal Code, on account of the ir~ 
reverence already mentioned, qne of them, even in the preseece of tho 
procession, and both of them in a subsequent circumstance, having abus- 
ed and threatened the soldiers of the National Guard who formed part 
of the treops under arms ia the exercise of their duty, 


A number of witnesacs were cxamined; amongst these sommoned 


at the request of M. Silvestre, was M. M- Vicar General, who had con- 
ducted the procession ; from their deposition, and also from the confes- 


sion of the accused, the crime was completely preved. M. Silvestre even 


declared to the Judges, that anless constrained to do s0 by law, he would 


never uncover his bea before any procession. 
M. Lerouge, the Advoeate charged with the defence of the Pri- 


soners, endeavoured to mako it appear, that M. Silvestre, one of them, 
although he had braved the public opinion, by alove keeping his hat on 


in presence of the Holy Sacrament, yet that ke had done so without bar- 
ing incurred any penalty on that accouat, because the fact of remaining 
with the head covered whilst a procession is passing, is not classed a- 
mongst, what the law denominates crimca, that po one could connect 
this act, with a bhiadrance or interraption of religious worship, &e. 
proyided for by Article 261 of the Penal Code, nor with the abuse by 
words'or gestures, of any object of religion in a place allotted to, or used 
for its exercise, provided for by Article 262. 


M. Lerouge, afier having endeavoured also to divert the applica- 
tion, to the prisoners, of the fine imposed by the article 224, finished 
the defence of Mr. Silvestre, by akind of solema abjuration, in the name 
of his client, of the Catholic Religion, on account of which the wial bad 
takea place and in the teacts of which be bad been brought up, throug 
the care and kindness of a venerable ceclesiastic: the ahbjuration res 
sulting from the formal declaration that Mr. Silvestre wes a Protestant, 
lhe Advocate called §o the support which he expected to derive from this, 
che Act of the Protestant Syuod, which prohibited those of the reformed 
Religion, from shewing apy signs of revercnce for the ceremonics of the 
Remap Catholig, _. . Jeu gt ant ; ; 
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+ The King’s Attorney, after having refuted the ayatem of defence adopt- . 


ed by Mr. Silveare, proved, according to the meaning of the laws, that 
the place actaally being used for the exercise of religion, was as sacred in 
‘the eyes of the legislature, as the temple where the exercise was gene- 
rally performed, that the Magistrates had not only the same authority to 
prevent any thiog which might give rise to tumalt, or scandal, in theee 
“different places; but that the charter, which did not allow any citizen 
to be interrnpted in the exercise of bis devotion, imposed it as a duty 
on them. Examing then the act of M. Silvestre, he did not think that it 
eame ander the meaning of the Articles 261 and 268 of the Penal Code, 
and regretted, tliat the law had not awarded a suitable punishment for 
the offence: He had hoped that the duties of his situation would not 
have required that his language shoald have differed from that of the 
legislature. He then shewed how much the conduct of M. Silvestre, was 
contrary to all civil and religious morality, and reeuring to what he bad 
before said; he showed, that al! Commanders of the Public Forces, had 
@ right to interpose their authority to prevent a similar offence aod- that 
M. Silvestre, in resisting the members of the national Guard who were in 
the exercise of theic duty, aad in threatening them, had incarred the. pe- 
nalty, prescribed by Article 224 of the Penal Code, and that he was 
likewise subject to the same penalties, as was also M. Anthony, for hav- 
ing abused and (threatened the Gaard who attended him home after the ce- 
remony, on account of the manner be had behaved in the affair. He 
thea required, that the full penalty awarded by Article 224 (a fine of 200 
fens) should be inflicted on M. Silvestre, aod that M. Anthony asbould 
¢ fined 46 francs. 

The, Tribunal sentenced them according to the conclusions of the 
King’s Attorney.

they are legislating.” 


‘Another scrap shews tho extensive knowledge of the Ambassador, 
and bis researches into subjects of the most abstruse nature. The present

“ Many journals having inserted articles concerning Prince Gustayug 
son of Gustavus Adolphus the Fourth (Gustafsson) former Kiog of Swe 
den, itis neccesary to explain what hes tiren'said respecting thie youn 
Prince. and the public cagtt nolonger to be ignorant of all the unlaws 
and unjustifiable treasactions of the last three years. 

“Itis time to make known that scéret intfigucs were employed td 
separate the Prince from his father, to whom he owes not only the attach- 
mentand respect that nathre inspires us with for our parents, bat mores 
over, a feeling of personal gratitude towards his father, who had made 
over to him q great part of the cagsidorable property dovolved on him from 
hie mother of blessed memory, the.defanet Queen of Sweden, and the rea 
mainder of which he diyided among his other childcen. 


“Prince Gustavus’s father, who inthe year 1819 was separated frone 
the Queen, his Consort, gave. ber, as the mother of his children, the most 
unequivocal proof of bis confidence by trosting te her Majesty, not only 
the education of the Princesses, but that of Prince Gustavus also; bows 
ever, under these conditions, viz. Ist, that their education should be con- 
formable to the religion in which they were born ; 2d, to the rank they hold. 
in the world; and 3d, to the duties they may one day be called upon te 
fulfil. . 


The Quees afterwards recoived a new mark of confidence from her 
former Consort, by his giving up to her the administration of the above 
mentioned inheritance, relingaished in favour of his children, which was 
paid by the Swedish Goternment, and placed at tha disposal of her Majesty, 


Bat frors that moment she sceme resolved to act absolutely contrary 
to the tenour of the conditions prescribed to ber, exactly in the same mans 
ner as her son, who ogrecably to soch, was on his coming of age (i. e. at 
seventeen,) to.present himself to his father, and’ concert with him“as to 
his fature destiny, but rejected the importunities pf his father, his friend 
and benefactor. Jnetigated by his royal mother, he persisted in disobeye 
ing the repeated orders of bis sire, alleging as a reason that be had pros 
mised bis mother nen bia honor, pot toleave her until he had attgined 
his 2ist year—n singalar example of a young Prince, whe, cefusiog his 
majority, acts with the disobedience a son might more‘teadlly do if he were 
of age. It would be revolting and fontrary to engure, te charre this once

A fine frigate of 36 cons, fitted out at Coranna, 
Jately arrived at Cadis with 5 transports ander its convoy. bu thcir passage 
they met many Ionsargent privateers who did not atlempt to attack the 
eonvoy. They also expect at Cadiz a division from Carthagena, consisting 
of two frigates and several transports, and several more from Barcelona. 
100,000 piastres have just been scot from this city to Cadiz, to accelerate 
the preparations, which aye carrying on with double activity, because the 
Government feeis the necessity of striking a great blow this year, the In- 
surgents being, more determined than ever, to defend their cause. All 
hopes of ao arrangement with Bucnos Ares, and of its submission to the 
mother country, have vanished ; nothing remains bot to try the force of 
arms. All the accounts from South America give reason to presume, that 
the struggle will be bloody and desperate.

An impartial Statement of the late Duel at Gibraltar, between the Officers of 
the 64th, and the Officers of the Uuited Statcs' Squadron. 


There appear to have been two soarces of qnarrel: the first origin- 
ating with Captain Jobnoson, and the last with Kasign Nutt. 


“On the 24 of March, while Captain Johnson was on duty with tha 
main guard, a report was made to him, that five individaals had been tae 
ken into custody by a sentry, on their way home from the play, for 
being without lights, contrary to the garrison regolations. Captaia 
Johnsen immediately ordered a sufiicient numberof mento see them 
home. In about ten minutes afterwards, wre police sergeant who ace 
companied them, reiarned with three of thea in custody, and acquaiat- 
ed Captain Johnson, that Archibald Taylor nad en: cavoured to escape from 
the sentry, and had made use of the most provoking and abusive lan- 
guage to him. Having, upon enquiry, found this report to be correct, Cap- 
tain Johasep omlered the offeader to be confined in the crib, an order 
which he resisted most violently, and used very offensive language to- 
wards Captain Johnsoo himae)£ At this time, Captaia Johnson was not 
at all apprised. that bis prisoner was an American. Taylor demanded sa- 
tisfaction for tae treatment be had received. but Captain Johnson consi- 
dered that he bad merely acted in conformity with his duty, and, paying: 
no attention to Mr. Vaylor’s demand, reported the whole affair to the field. 
officer, who approved of the course that bad been persacd, and ordered 
Taylor to be continued in confinement. tn the morning Mr. Taylor was 
released ; and upon the circulation of a report, two days afterwards, that 
Captaia Johoeson had declined to meet Mr. Taylor, or the American Cone. 
sul, who was said to bave offered “to stand in his shoes,” (the former. 
having been obliged to sail immediately with the vessel of which he was. 
master,) Captain J. applied to the Consul for an explanation, whea that 
gentiemas, in the most haudsome manner, disavowed any knowledge of 
the reports ia question, and offered Captain J. his thanks for the delicate 
and gentlemanly conduct which he bad evinced in the business. Thus 
matters continued until the 3ist of Mareh, when Captain J. received the 
following letter from the hand of Lieutenant Stockton, firet lieutenant of 


the Amesican sloop of: was Erie :— 
“ Brie Sloop, March 28, 1819. 

Sir, ' 

¥ou have refnsed to give the satisfaction due to a man of honour, 
who you did not hesitate to insalt; because he was no more than a com- 
mander-of an American merchant schooner, That gentleman is known 
to me, and I vouch for his equality to you in any respect you may choose, 
I am his representa:ive, and the satisfaction I andersiand you boast to 
have offered his friends, I demand as an American. My rank, F trust, is 
enough for any man of honour; and you will do me the favour to consider 
the bearer my friead, for your use.” 


« (Signed) BENJ.T. BOWNE.’. 


Mr. Bowne, it appeared, was surgeon of the Brie, Captain Johnson 
instantly accepted this challenge, and the next morning, at eight o'clock, 
ameeting took place between him and Mr. Bowne, spon the neutral 
ground (Captain J. had distinctly disavowed baving made any boast what- 
ever with regard to Mr. Taylor.) The arrangement made by their mutual 
fciends on the ground was—distance cight paces,—the word to be givea, 
“ Are you ready, gentlemen?” and on aszeat bing given, both to fire, af- 
ter a pause for taking aim, while oae, two, three, could be counted ; or 
about balf second time. On the first fire, Captain J. received his oppo- 
aent’s ball through bis bat. They were banded pistol a second time, and 
the word was given as in the previous discharge. Captain Johnaon fired, 
but Mr. Bowne reserved his fire 80 long, that the friend of the former ex- 
claimed, * that is aot fair,” on which he fired. Captain Johoson express- 
ed his indignation at the reservation of fire by bis antagonist: and after 
some warm language oo both sides, the third discharge took place, without 
effect ; and on the fourth (which was rather hurried in consequence of the 
approach of a serjeant’s guard) Captain J.’s ball took effectin Mr. B.'s 
thigh. His friend Mr. Stockton immediately took up the ground, deairing 
Captaia J. to keep his, They were about proceeding, when the scijcants 
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card reached the spot, and prevented any further progress at that time. 

ir, Stockton insisted on meeting Captain Johnson the next morning at 
five o’clock, to’which the latter agreed, and returned to the garrison. Gap- 
tain J. was prevented from the meeting in the morning from the circum-’ 
stance of his having been put under arrest, and an order of garrison be- 
ing made, that no officer should be permitted to pass the barriers in co- 
Joured clothes or otherwise ; he however contrived to elade the vigilance 
of the guard in the afiernoon, and at half past foar met Mr. Stockton 
at St. Michacl’s cave, The seconds instantly entered iv conversation as 
to the mode of firing. Mr. Stockton’s friend proposed, that they should, 
on receiviug the word, as at the first meeting, take an unlimited time for 
ajm. This was objected to, by Captain J.’s friend, as sauguinary, and at 
variance with those prineiples of honor upon which the desise of such 
meeetings was founded, Some argument followed, which ended ina de- 
termiaation to decide by chance, which mode should be adopted—the re- 
gult was favourable to the arore humane course; but the time which was 
lost in this dispute exposed them to the interruption of the guard, which 
was now seen approaching. It was now discovered, that Mr. Stockton had 
Po pistols, and one of Captain Johnson’s was borrowed for bis use. Hav- 
ng taken their ground at the former distance of eight paces, Mr. Stockton 
proceeded totake a steady aim, by resting the barrel of his pistol on his left 
hand, Captain Johnson's friead objected to this, and again the Americans 
endearoured by argument to justify that very unasuai mode of deciding 
such matters. At leagth the guard was seen within an handred paces, 
and Captain Johnson desired that the affair might proeced in the usual 
manner. The bail of Licut. Stockton’s pistol passed through Capt. Jotin- 
son’s great coat, and before a second fire could take place the guard 
came and interfered. The Americans then went away, and Mr. Stock- 
ton’s friend declared to the officer who had accompanied him to the Rag- 
a Staff, hig perfect satiefaction at the whole proceeding. This appears 

0 have been the whole that passed with regard to Gaptain Johnson's af- 
fair; and we certainly have no hesilation in saying, that throughout, his 
conduct was moat honourable te bimec!{, both as an officer and a gentle- 
mao. 


The second source of the quarrel with Ensign Nutt, is thus describ- 
ed:— Whilst Ensign Natt was lying on the guard-bed, about 9 o'clock on 
the evening of the 20ib of March, a man came in, and asked if the United 
States’ boat was atthe laading place. Mr. Natt said she bad been there 
about ao hoar before, bat concluded she had gone off. The man then ask- 
ed if he might be permitted to hail her; and if she was there, if the en- 
sigu would lower the drawbridge. To both of these questions Mr. Nutt 
answered in the affirmative. The man then went out and shat the door— 
After bailing two or three times he returned to the guard room, and said, 
that as the boat was not there, he concluded he might walk up and down 
entil she arrived; Mr. Nott answered, ‘Yes, certainly,” apon which the 
man, without any further conversation, said, ** You have not freated me 
like a gentleman: you have remained lying down withont attempting to 
gct ap to reccive me.” He then added, that his name was Humphries ; 
that he was purser of the United States’ frigate, aud as goed a gentioman 
as Mr. Natt; that he had never been treated so before; that he would 
have personal satisfaction in the morning, ani concluded by demanding 
Mr. Nutt’s card. Mr. Nutt, who was utterly ignorant, that the man stand- 
ing before him was an officer, immediately said, that bis name was unim- 
portant, he was an officer of the 64th, and commanded the guard for the night 
—he added, that being there on duty, it was not his business or his iaten- 
tion to enter into personal quarrels with individuals, and that if such lan- 
i was repeated he should send the intruder to the main goard. Mr, 

umpries then went cat; when another American came in, to light a se- 
gar, which be was permitted ‘o do, and went out. Ensign Nutt then ask- 
ed, if tbe purser of the United States’ frigate was gone; upon which Mr 
Humpries re-estered, accompanied by the person who bar alighted the se- 
gar. Mr, Natt then said, that he was willing to attribute his former irri- 
tation to bis being somewhat intoxicated (which appeared to be the fact,) 
and bad no desire to scnd him to the main guard, if that were the case; 
the otber replied in the same threatening language, and again went out 
A report of these occurrences was made to the field-officer of the day. At 
balf past ten ia the morning a person waited on Mr. Nutt who appeared to 
be the same thai had lighted bis segar the preceding night: he said his name 
was Montgomery; that he was a rurgeon of the sloop Erie; and that be 
had come to demand satisfaction lor the insult offered to Mr Humphries 
the preceding night. He concluded by desiring a meeting at the Crown and 
Anchor tavern in onebour. Mr. Natt said, he should certainly be at the 
place appointed; but added, that as he had reported the circumatance of- 
ficialiy to the governor, through the field-officer of the day, he did not feel 
himee!f justified in making a personal affair of it. Captain Freeth came 
into the room immediately afterwards, to whom, as well as to Lieatenant 
Welsh, be commonicated what had passed. They were of opinion, that 
Mr. Natt should report the matter to Major Bishop, and by no means to 
meet Mr. Hempbries, as the whole transaction was of a public natare, and 
eccurred whilst on duty. Mr. Nutt followed this advice, and was put an 
der arrest by Colonel MeDovald, in consequence ef which be wrote the 
follewing letter to Mr. Montgomery :— 

“ Sir,—In reply to your communication of this morning, I have to 
inform you, that having already reported the occurrence of jast evening to 
the governor, throwgh the Field-oflicer of the day, Lam preciaded front 
waking a personai aflair of what tovk placo when in the cxccuiion of m) 





duty. Ihave farther to add, that I have pursued a similar course with your 
message, delivered to me this morning. I have been guided in this meas 
sure by the advice of such of my brother officers as 1 bave consulted om 
‘the occasion, I am, Sir, ko. ; 
A. NUTT.” 

Captain Freoth was the bearer of this note tp Mr. Montgomery, whe 
made use of very gross language upon the refusal of Mr. Natt te meet Mr, 
Hampbries, and desired Captain F. to say, that as Mx Humphries was 
zoing to saif immediately, he vould stand in his shoes: Ia the afternocsa 
Mr. Montgomery. and a Lieut. of the Erie called at Mr. Nutt’s questers, 
and after some conversation with Captain Freeth and Lientenant Walsh, 
went away with an understanding, that as soon as Ensign Nott was out of 
arrest he would meet him. In the cooversation with Captain Freeth, Mr. 
Montgomery upplied the epithet ** Coward” t& Mr. Nutt; which, as his 
friend, Captain Freeth determined td’ resent; and accordingly met Mri 
Montgomery the next morning and was wounded: Titis was the first 
which Mr. Nutt bad heard ofthe aspersion: cast apon his character, and 
being determined to ren the risk of the lose of bis-commission rather than 
submit to it, he sent to demacd satisfaction of the author of the calumny, 
and appointed a meeting on the rock. Mr. Mentgomery’s friend landed 
according to this invitation, and told Captain Dickaon, Mr. Nutt’s friend, 
Mr. Mortgomery would not meet Mr. Nutt, as he considered himself absol- 
ved from bis engagement with Mr. N. ia consequence of bis having met 
his friend, Captain Freeth. The neat day the Erie sailed, and thus termi- 
nated the whole affair. From this it will be seew, that Mr. Nutt was ag 
little to blame as Captain Johnson, and that in point of gallantry, where. 
the honor of a friend was attacked, the British Officers were quite as for- 
ward to berome their cham; ion as the citizens of America. While we 
lament, that these disputes should have ariseu, we cannot help observing’ 
that the conduct of the officers of the 64th was seach as to entitle thom te 
the approbation of their fellow soldiera throughout the empire,

Halifax, June 14—The abip Asia, Captain Ward, from thie Isle of 
White, 42 days, arrived here on Monday evening last, with detachments 
of the Royal Artillery, and the !5th, 60th, @2d, and 74ib regiments, onder 
the command of Licutenant-Colone! Galiffe, of te 60th.. Oo the 2d inst, 
at 5 o'clock in the morning, she unfortunately strack on the north-west- 
reet of the Isle of Sable, the atmosphere being then extremely hazy, An- 
chors were immediately carvied ont, and the uimost exertions made to 
lighten the ship; at noon the island became visible, and appeared to be 
distant about 4 miles. At 3 o’clétk p.m. the weather being very mede~ 
rate, the jolly boat, under the direction of the first mate, was sent from 
the ship te the island, with Captainand Mre. Moss and child; Mrs. Ale 
mon, Miss Almon, Mrs: Galiffe, and three children; Mr. and Mrs. Warm 
den, Mrs. Hilliard and two children; snd several of the wives and chil- 
dren of the soldiers... Though the fog had unhappily again returned pre-- 
vious to their leaving the vessels, yet there is no doubt entertained of 
theic having safely reached the shore. 


At seven o'clock the following morning, Captain Peard, of the 624: 
regiment, Lientenant Armstrong, and Ensign Batterby, of the 15th, and 
a pamber of women and children, left the ship io the pinnace: they steered 
for the island, bat the surf ranning extremely bigh, the current seiting off. 
shore, and the wind being a head, were prevented reaching it, and obliged. 
to attempt regaining the abip, bat owing to the fog misned her, and were 
then compelled to shape a course for Newfoundland. Provideotially, 
however, on the afternoon of the 4th, they fell in with the American shoon- 
er Phoebe and Sally, Stephen Howes, master from Boston, bownd to La- 
brador, which received them on board. On the 7tb Lieutenant Armstrong, 
and Ensigo Battersby, were put on board the ship Hero, from London, 
bound to this port, for the purpose of giving information of the distressed: 
state ia whieh they left the Asia, and arrived bero the same night: 


On Friday, Mr. Ward, the mate of the Asia, arrived here from the Ta- 
land of Sable, with the gratifying intelligeuce of the safety of the passen- 
gera who left the ship in the jelly boat. They were landed in about an 
hour and a haif: a tent whick had fortunately been put on board the 
boat, sheltered the ladies and children doriog the night of the 24, and the 
next day. though after a long a fatigaing journey, they reached the bouse 
of Mr. Hudson, the pers on who has the charge of the establishment so ba- 
manely formed on the island daring the administration of bis Excellency 
Sir Johu Wentworth ; there they experienced every kiodness and aiten- 
tion in the power of Mr. Hudson and bis family to bestow. On Tuesday, 
Dr. Williayy Almond sailed from bence for the island of Sabie, and may 
be momentarily expected to return with his relations and these who left the 
ship with them. The Pheebe and Sally arrived here on Tuesday.

Vovage Round Cape Hora.— The following are extracts from a Letter 
from nn cer on board the American ship On‘ario, addressed to his Briend, 
and published in a mose extended forminihe American Journals: 


* We passed that dreadful poiut of terrors about the Ist of January, 
1818... have ncver been in a clime so boisierous and disagreeable as that 
about the Cape—raina and. stonms prevail almost incessantly, the sea rol- 
ling in, mountain wares; your trembling bark one woment soars among 
the clonds, aod the next.sinks awilily betweca tue foaming billows as if 
never to £ise again. 

Tt was midsummer when we passed it, and consequently wo had 
almost continued day-light, the sun. making bat a smal sweep below the 
horizoa, where be remained only five bours and a half, leaving use twi- 
light, which, had the weather beca clear, would have boca equal to the 
fuli moon. Ths weather was not so could as we bad expected to find it, 
even at that season, in so high a latitede as 60 degrees south: the mer- 
cary stood at from 40 to 45 degrees of Fabrenheits Thermometer. Altes 
baffetiing the storms for fifty-five days, daring which we lost one man 
overboard, sed certied away some of our light spars, we cast anclior in 
the bay of Valparaiso (Chili) 

Valparaiso js a emall ill contrived, dirty town, stack arainst the side 
of a red elay bill thet acarce affords herbage fora goat. The houses are 
generally very smell, meanly built, @ith brick floors and tile rvols. Lis 
popolation je from 4 to & thousand souls. They tre very easy in thei: 
gononers and hospitable to strangers. After a-siay there of six weeks, » 
pailed for Lima (Pesu) where we arrived in 12,dpys. : 

Ov oar retorn ta. Valparaiee, Thad the pleasure.to anpompnny some 
g£cotlemen to Santiago, the capital. about 160 miles in the interior. Gn 
oys arrival inthe subarbs we were get by ag. cflicer of dratinetion atthe 
dapd of a corps of dragoons, which paid Capt. B. military honors, aud 
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‘arro, who built himseif a great palace and was murdered in it by @ gong 


escorted G8 to quarters thathad been prepared for Captain B. and most 
splenditly fitted up by order of the Supreme Director. During our sisy 
there, o8f table was every day supplied in the most sumptuous manner : 
the rich?at wines, fruits, and delicacies of every description, were crowded 
upon j) in the greatest profusion; in short, every respect and attention 
was paid us, and we were spffered tobe at no expence whatever. In 
consideration I suppose of this, the servants, who were also governmest 
property, felt themselves at liberty to purloin every thing they could lay 
‘their hands on, and they certainly availed themselves of every opporty- 
nity to exercise that right. One of the soldiers of the guord of honor 
tbat escorted us back to ‘he port, stole my sword, epaulette, and chapeau 
de. bras, which had been given him to carry. 


Santiegois ahandsome, regular, and well built city: has from thirty 
to forty thousand inhabitants. It has several very rich churches, and 
some other ¢legant pnblie buildings, particularly a mint, which I think 
is pot surpassed. if equalled, by any building on the whole Continent of 
America; it is four hundred and eighty feetin front, two storics high, 
and every way large in due proportion, and is built of very five « bite free 
stone, We spent six days in the city; no arrangement for exchange of 
prisoners could be agreed on. 


Five days after we came to anchor in the bay of Montery ( Clifernia!) 
The Spaniards have there a small fortress, with a garrison of perhaps 50 
men—who ore placed there, they say, entirely for the protection of some 
two or three religious missions established in the vicinity for the purpose 
of converting the wild children of the forest to the Catholic faith: but T 
am inclined to think, that their object is not quite 30 humane and disinter- 
ested as they would wish one to beliewe—for where mild persuasion {which 
is, I think, the only weapon that should ever be used in seach eases) faite 
to effect their parpose, they do not hesiiate to use the most arbitrary and 
unfecling means to accomplish it. ’ 


As Spanish force is mach too sma!l to cope with.the Iodians ia 
the field, they have adopted the following singular stratagem to keep ther 
under, which has had, so far, the desired effect. The priests collect ail 
the young females and put them into a strong building erected fer that 
parpose, where they are taucht to spiu, weave, sew, &e. ke. They ard 
strictly gaarded aad never suflered to leave their prisop until the Holy 
Father gives them away in mariage, at which time he always stipulates 
for the female children, that may make their apperrance on the stage of 
life—By thus keeping the women in their power, the men are testrained 
from acts of violence. 


As the Monterary and Virginia lay in the same parailel of latitaude— 
the climate and productions of course ought notto be very differeunt— wheat, 
and all the fraits of Virginia are there in the highest perfection. We ree 
mained but a few days to refresh ourselves, lay insupply of wood, water 
&c. ead on the 23d of Octaber, anchosed for the third time ia the harbour

If you do prot expret a partionlar dcecription of Lima. f shall he lad 


. of it, for you will not then be disappointed, when you see how brief t 


pess it over, You may remember that it was founded by the famous Pig 
of conspirators. Jtis situated two leagues from the sea j 

vale called the Rinac, on the bank of a riser of the same oa ent 
rounded by a wail of 20 (eet high; has about 85.000 inbshitants of whom 
there may be 20.000 whites; is crowded with public buildings, among which 
are apwards of 40 churches, all immensely rich—in every one may be sece 
at leastone Virgin Mary, with a crown upon her head of pare gold eran. 
mented with the richest gems. Large columas, supporting images tables 
candlesticks and vatious other affairs, oll of maasy silver may be seer AT] 
any of them. There is, a» you may suppose, no want of monastericn 
convents and nunneries, and if you like you may goand make love thret oe 
their iron grates to @ pretty Nun at noonday.—The women are generally 
handsome, but eo extremely igvorant, that their first j ‘quiries were al 
most always about the fashions in London, believing that all who an a 
Koglish must of course belong to that place.—-They are utterly without 
modesty in either manner or conversation. ~ 'e ° ° ® 


i will however do the’ Limanians the jnatice to say, that they are polite 
and hospitable to strangers, at least they were so to us, tho’ it ix vere evie 
dent they have no love for the North Americans, for, viowmz them an 
Republicana, they naturally consider them as decided friends to the Patriot 
cause—(bad.we been more so than we bave, we should have been mach 
more reapected by both partics.) We were suffered to live at no expense 
im their city—were lodged and handsomely eutertained in the first private 
families, and always invited to the Vice King’s Dinners, Baile, &o. 


You must observe, that, 20 for, I have spoken of their private chae 
racter only. The Government mast be viewed ino very different light. 
There is no law for any but officers and saldiers ; a plain coat scldom finds 


ite way through the Vace King’s guards, and if on a foreigner’s back, neve 
‘withont large pribese— Foree ulene is respecied— nothing but a display ot 
force cup obtain jusiice.’ 
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
